White Spring Fla.. Oct. 15, 1936 

Vice Moderator & Messengers of the annual session of the Suw- 
annee River Progressive Baptist Association of Florida Greeting: 

1 ime in its rapid flight have brought us together in another 
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among us during the year, part of these United State has been 
hit hard with drought and other parts with floods, even in our 
own fair State Fla., in the deep South and East Coast lost 35 to 
60 per cent of their produce due to the cold and rain, having 
in our own district prosperity have prevailed, famess of type has 
made good. Jobs are still being opened, by the Federal and State 
W. P. A. therefore; we should be thankful to God and manifest 
it by giving more to the cause of Christ, I wish to call your 
attention to cur Educational woik 
Our denominational school are very much in need of our finan- 
cial support especialy our school at Live Oak F. M. C. these 
schools are in deed of our numerical support as parents and 
Christians. We should give our children a religious Education * 
along with a literary Education, and to do this, they should be en- 
couraged to attend our denominational schools for a trianing, 
any other will leave them without the doctring and principals of 
the Baptist church. Public schools in Florida, while teachers 
in these schools are well prepared and mastering their jobs’ they 
do not get a fair salary as compared with the other race espec- 
ialy in the rural district and some of them are teaching- 
in church buildings and other building that is very uncom- 
fortable. The cause for this will be seen in the following, the 
nations cost of upperation for public schools per pupil is 
$54.55, for White $56 25, for Negroes $21.02. 

Statistics Showes that in one country in Fla. perhaps the 
largest in population, public school for Whites cost from $41.29 
to $61.16, an average of $48 93 per public Negroes cost from 
$16.71 to $25.46 or an average of $20 88 per pupil 

President L.K. Williams in his annual address said that in 
our Southern States a county showed less than that Whites 
$14.00 against $2.81 for Negroes.
